U.  S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 


This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  Jan.  15  -  21,  1982. 

Wheat:  Light  buyer  interest  resulted  in  a  sales  increase  of  only  262,000  metric  tons 
(MT) .  The  principal  buyers  were  Japan  (59,000  MT),  Peru  (56,500  MT),  and  South  Korea 
(40,000  MT).  The  export  level — 835,000  MT — was  14  percent  above  last  week's  level,  with 
the  USSR  (185,600  MT),  China  (168,400  MT),  and  Japan  (107,600  MT)  the  major  destinations. 

Corn:  Sales  volume  was  a  moderate  687,300  MT — 28  percent  below  last  week's  activity. 
Spain  was  the  dominant  buyer,  adding  287,700  MT  to  previous  purchases,  followed  by 
Japan,  which  bought  an  additional  139,000  MT.  Exports  of  1,013,300  MT  topped  1  million 
MT  for  the  first  time  in  4  weeks.  The  major  destinations  were  the  USSR  (264,300  MT)  and 
Japan  (171,400  MT). 

Sorghum:  Considerable  market  activity  resulted  in  an  increase  in  sales  of  181,300  MT. 
Japan  (136,200  MT)  was  the  primary  buyer,  followed  by  Israel  (60,500  MT).  Exports  of 
279,100  MT  were  the  highest  thus  far  in  the  marketing  year  (MY).  Shipments  went  to 
Japan  (169,000  MT),  Spain  (68,100  MT),  and  South  Korea  (42,000  MT). 

Barley:  The  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  50,100  MT — more  than  double  the  previous 
week's  low  level.  Sales  of  35,000  MT  were  reported  to  unknown  destinations.  Exports 
were  a  low  14,400  MT,  going  to  Singapore  (9,700  MT)  and  Japan  (4,700  MT). 

Rice:  Moderate  activity  increased  sales  by  54,200  MT,  with  South  Africa  (22,500  MT)  the 
week's  major  buyer.  The  export  pace  accelerated  to  74,800  MT,  with  shipments  mainly  to 
South  Africa  (20,600  MT),  Switzerland  (12,000  MT),  and  Nigeria  (11,000  MT). 

Soybeans:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  336,000  MT,  was  51  percent  below  last  week  and 
35  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  Spain  (121,900  MT)  and  Japan 
(90,100  MT).  Exports  of  592,700  MT  were  more  than  double  last  week's  slow  pace  and 
31  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  Principal  destinations  were  Japan  (104,600  MT), 
the  Netherlands  (83,600  MT),  the  USSR  (80,200  MT),  and  Italy  (78,800  MT).  Exports  of 
33,800  MT  to  Brazil  this  week  brought  the  total  for  the  MY  to  58,100  MT. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Sales  activity  dropped  to  107,600  MT — 57  percent  below  last  week 
and  31  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Increases  involved  the  Netherlands  (27,300  MT) 
and  Spain  (20,000  MT)  which  added  to  previous  purchases,  while  initial  purchases  of 
25,000  MT  were  reported  for  Czechoslovakia.  Exports  of  211,300  MT  set  a  new  high  for 
this  MY,  and  went  primarily  to  the  Netherlands  (74,200  MT),  and  the  German  Democratic 
Republic  (40,000  MT),  Venezuela  (23,100  MT),  and  the  Philippines  (22,900  MT). 

Soybean  Jil:  Little  activity  resulted  in  a  net  decrease  in  sales  of  1,400  MT.  Small 
sales  of  1,200  MT  to  Haiti  and  1,000  MT  each  to  Japan  and  Colombia  were  more  than  offset 
by  reductions  of  4,000  MT  for  Peru.  Exports  of  3,500  MT  went  to  Colombia  (2,000  MT), 
Japan  (1,000  MT),  and  Pakistan  (500  MT). 

Cottonseed  Oil:  Sales  increased  by  27,100  MT,  due  principally  to  purchases  of  15,700  MT 
by  Egypt.  Exports  of  4,500  MT  went  to  Venezuela  (2,500  MT)  and  Japan  (2,000  MT). 

Cotton:  Sales  volume — at  124,900  running  bales  (RB) — dropped  28  percent  below  last 
week's  level.  Major  buyers  were  Japan  (51,200  RB),  South  Korea  (32,000  RB) ,  Taiwan 
(23,900  RB),  and  Morocco  (17,100  RB).  Sales  to  China  decreased  by  34,000  RB.  The 
export  level  of  206,100  RB  was  the  second  highest  level  for  this  MY.  Asian  destinations 
received  85  percent  of  the  week's  exports  while  10  percent  went  to  European  destinations. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  market  was  very  active,  resulting  in  a  net  increase  in  sales  of 
530,300  pieces,  with  whole  cattle  hides  accounting  for  452,900  pieces.  Major  buyers  of 
whole  cattle  hides  were  Japan  (161,500  pieces)  and  South  Korea  (88,400  pieces).  Exports 
totaled  355,200  pieces,  of  which  whole  cattle  hides  were  316,000  pieces.  Shipments  of 
whole  cattle  hides  went  mainly  to  Japan  (102,800  pieces)  and  South  Korea  (72,100  pieces).
